1  have  done  so,  because  I  believe  it 
was  his  due,  and  because  I  believe,  that  few  in  this 
city  could  so  well  appreciate  his  character  as  myself. 
Iflam  asked  whether  1  could  not  observe  his  failings.'  1 
answer. — His  failings  were  as  ap|)arent  to  my  observa¬ 
tion  as  tliey  could  have  been  to  the  observation  of 
others;  but  1  looked  at  them  with  the  eye  of  friend¬ 
ship:  many  others  with  an  eye,  to  say  the  least,  much 
prejudiced  on  the  opposite  extreme.  But  I  am  will¬ 
ing  to  risk  the  corri  etness  of  my  judgment  upon  this 
'single  point,  that  his  failings  were  the  failings  of  a 
man  of  sanguine  temperament — that  by  constitutional 
tendencies,  he  was  bold  and  energetic,  hazarding 
much,  because  the  zeal  of  the  house  of  God  consumed 
him.  Errors  of  the  judgment,  he  often  committed — 
not  the  most  partial  friendship  would  wish  to  conceal 
it:  but  errors,  never  of  the  heart.  The  milk  of  hu¬ 
man  kindness  never  flowed  more  purely  than  from  his 
bosom.  Who,  who  is  there  exempt  from  faults  1 
Blessed  be  God,  that  in  his  eye,  it  is  tlie  purpose  of 
the  heart  which  constitutes  the  prevailing  character 
of  the  action.  I'he  frailties,  the  mistakes  of  our 
brother,  let  them  be  buried  in  the  depths  of  the 
ocean,  where  his  mortal  body  now  finds  its  resting 
place.  His  virtues,  let  them  alone  be  remembered, 
for  they  were  the  triumphs  of  grace  over  the  iiifirmi 
ties  of  nature — tlie  planting  of  the  Lord,  that  he  may 
be  glorified.  Safe  be  the  sleep  of  his  mortal  remains, 
till  the  Archangel’s  trump  shall  summon  the  mighty 
sea  to  give  up  her  dead.”

American  Bible  Society — Foreign  Distributions. — 
Tlie  American  Bible  Society  have  determined  to  ap¬ 
propriate,  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  year,  S5,000  to 
be  employed  by  the  mission  at  Bombay,  in  printing 
the  Bible  in  the  Mahratta  language;  $r),000  to  aid 
the  printing  of  the  New-Testament  in  the  language 
of  the  Sandwich  Islands ;  $5,000  to  aid  the  Ame¬ 
rican  General  Baptist  Convention  in  publishing  the 
Scriptures  in  the  Burmese  language;  and  they 
contemplate  an  edition  of  a  portion  of  the  New- 
'  Te-stament  in  the  Mohawk  language.  This  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  their  operations,  forms  an  important  era  in  the 
history  of  the  Society.  We  cannot  doubt  that  it  will 
meet  with  the  cordial  approbation  of  the  Christian 
community,  aud  incite  to  ifreatly  increased  pecuniary 
contributions  in  support  of  the  Society.

Washington  College. — Bishop  DrowneWs  Address. 

— On  Friday  afternoon,  the  IGth  ult.,  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  Brownell  delivered,  in  the  Chapel,  a  valedic¬ 
tory  address  to  the  Stinlents  of  Washington  College, 
on  the  occasion  of  his  retiring  from  the  duties  of  the 
Presidency.  We  trust  this  excellent  address  will 
soon  be  published,  but  for  the  presentour  readers  must 
be  satisfied  with  the  following  brief  outline. 

The  Bishop  alluded,  in  a  most  feeling  manner,  to 
the  interesting  occasion  which  had  brought  them 
together,  and  he  trusted  their  minds  were  well  prepared 
to  recieve  his  parting  counsel.  He  advert^  to  the 
origin,  progress,  and  present  condition  of  the  College 
— very  justly  remarking,  that  he  had  been  the  princi¬ 
pal  agent  in  obtaining  the  act  of  incorporation,  and 
the  endowments ;  and  with  the  most  anxious  solici¬ 
tude  had  presided  over  the  Institution  from  its  founda¬ 
tion  to  the  present  time ; — that  although  his  attention 
had  been  necessarily  often  diverted  fr-om  its  immediate 
oversight  by  his  numerous  other  duties,  yet  he  felt 
warranted  in  saying,  that  at  no  period  since  its  organi¬ 
zation,  were  the  general  deportment  and  good  order 
of  the  students  more  satisfactory  than  at  the  present 
time ;  and  that  he  anticipated  a  most  gratifying  con¬ 
tinuance  of  the  prospierity  of  the  College  under  the 
government  and  instruction  of  his  able  and  learned 
successor.  He  also  observed  in  connexion  with  the 
above,  that  a  liberal  donation  had  recently  been  made 
to  the  Institution,  by  the  State,  which  would  remove 
most  of  its  former  pecuniary  embarrassments. 

He  adverted  to  the  severe  trial  it  cost  his  own  feel¬ 
ings  in  resigning  the  charge  of  an  Institution,  in  the 
pro.sperity  of  which  he  had  ever  felt  the  most  lively 
interest ;  but  remarked,  that  as  he  was  a  Trustee, 
Ilis  exertions  for  its  success  would  continue  un- 
dirninished. 

The  principal  part  of  his  address,  however,  was 
occupied  in  ailministering  some  salutary  advice  to  his 
pupils,  whom  he  observed,  he  should,  probably,  never 
address  again.  If,  says  tlie  Bishop,  I  were  to  sum  up 
in  one  sentence  the  advice  I  would  give  you,  it  should 
be  this ;  ”  Fear  God,  and  make  the  subject  of  religion 
the  great  business  of  your  lives.”  He  then,  witli  true 
paternal  feelings,  dwelt  at  considerable  length  u}»on 
the  importance  of  selecting  for  their  companions  and 
friends,  those  who  were  distinguished  for  their  purity 
of  heart  and  high  moral  principle,  no  less  than  for 
their  literary  attainments.  He  exposed  the  motives 
and  habits  of  the  vicious  worldling  in  a  most  eloquent 
manner,  and  which,  we  are  sure,  must  prevent  all  who 
heard  him  from  forming  any  connexion  with  the  man 
of  pleasure  or  of  inordinate  ambition.  He  guarded 
them  against  the  danger  of  forming  prepossessions  and 
prejudices — to  beware  of  all  parties,  as  such,  political 
or  religious — to  cultivate  a  spirit  of  candor  and  good¬ 
will,  and  yet  to  remain  inflexible  in  the  pursuit  of 
truth  and  the  path  of  duty.  Especially  he  warned 
them  of  the  evils  of  indolence — that  Nihil  mooet  non 
motum  should  be  constantly  remembered  by  every 
young  man.  Indolence  dissipates  the  mind,  renders 
a  man  mean  and  low-spirited,  destroys  all  desire  to  ex¬ 
cel  either  in  the  useful  or  ornamental  walks  of  life, 
and  in  short,  is  not  only  destructive  to  all  happiness 
in  this,  but  to  all  hopes  of  a  blessed  immortality  in 
the  world  to  come.  He  urged  upon  them  their  obliga¬ 
tions  to  industry  from  their  duty  to  their  parents,  to 
society  and  their  country.  No  one  could  have  listened 
without  the  deepest  emotion,  to  the  touching  and  un¬ 
affected  manner  in  which  be  spoke  of  the  many  at¬ 
tachments  he  li-id  formed  among  those  who  have  been 
his  pupils ;  and  the  sincere  and  ardent  solicitude  which 
he  e.xpressed  for  the  future  welfare  of  those  present, 
as  well  as  of  those  who  have  been  graduated,  strongly 
manifested  the  benevolence  of  his  heart  and  the  anx¬ 
iety  of  a  parent.  With  the  hope  that  what  he  said 
would  not  lie  In  vain,  the  Bishop  dismissed  the  students 
with  an  impressive  benediction.

Tlie  union  of  manual  labour  with  study,  if  it  can 
be  carried  into  effect,  promises  to  lessen  very  much 
the  expense  of  obtaining  an  education,  as  well  os  to 
stay  the  fearful  waste  of  health  and  fife,  new  (x:ca- 
sioned  by  literary  pursuits.  We  see  no  reason  why 
the  labours  of  the  garden,  the  farm,  or  tha  work-shop, 
should  not  be  rendered  familiar  to  the  student.  Ame¬ 
rica  is  the  only  country  where  the  plan  can  be  intro¬ 
duced  into  general  practice.  Our  western  states 
afford  peculiar  facilities  for  every  useful  novelty.  Mr, 
Weld’s  first  object  will  be,  to  visit  the  literary  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  west,  and  particularly  those  which  have 
already  commenced  the  manual  labour  system.  Tliis 
western  tour  will  afford  many  opportunities  of  doing 
and  gettinir  good,  and  wo  cordially  hope  our  young 
brother  will  find  the  opim  hearts  of  fellowship  and  co¬ 
operation,  in  all  the  places  he  may  visit.

The  following  extracts  of  a  letter  are  from  an  in¬ 
teresting  young  American,  in  Paris,  addressed  to  a 
friend  of  ours,  who  has  allowed  us  the  liberty  of  pub¬ 
lishing  them.  ^  , 

Paris,  Sept.  13th,  1331. 

Respected  Sir — As  you  have  expressed  to  me  your 
desire  to  become  more  fully  acquainted  with  the  al¬ 
ready  apparent  results  of  Christian  efforts  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  I  take  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  such  facts  as 
may  not  have  yet  come  to  your  knowledge.  You  are 
perhaps  aware  that  Mr.  Wilks  purchased  and  gave  his 
security  for  a  lot  of  land  in  the  l  aabnig^  de  Temple, 
where  he  intended  to  erect  a  chapel.  Since  then  he 
has  been  to  England,  and  by  an  extraordinary  oifurt  he 
succeeded  in  collecting  50,000  francs  for  this  object. 
The  Chapel  is  now  nearly  completed,  and  a  large  con¬ 
gregation  collected.  Gratuitous  day  and  evening 
schools  have  been  opened  for  children  and  adults, 
whose  number  is  already  six  hundreil.  The  room  is 
filled  also  with  Sabbath-scholars.  The  happiest  results 
are  expected,  from  the  decisive  measures  taken  in  that 
remote  quarter.  Meanwhile  an  increasing  interest  is 
manifested  by  those  who  are  attracted,  from  Sabbath 
to  Sabbath,  to  hear  the  Gospel  faitiifully  preached  at 
the  Galerie  de  Fer  on  the  Boulevards.  'I'he  room  is 
frequently  filled,  and  I  can  say  that  in  our  highly  fa¬ 
voured  land,  I  never  have  heard  the  whole  truth  de¬ 
clared  with  more  plainness  aud  fidelity  than  it  is  in 
this  great  and  wicked  city. 

Here  are  real  Missionaries  on  Missionary  ground, 
and  under  the  blessing  of  God,  the  consequence  will  be 
a  rich  harvest. 

A  small  but  flourishing  Sunday-school  is  established 
in  the  Hall,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  Lutteroth.  The 
School  at  the  Oratoire  contains  a  large  number  of 
children. 

The  American  Bible  Society  have  sent  their  Secre¬ 
tary  to  France,  to  spy  out  the  land,  and  after  his  return, 
it  is  p’obable  that  measures  will  be  taken  for  the  im¬ 
mediate  supply  of  every  Protestant  family  in  the  king¬ 
dom  with  the  word  of  life. 

Several  Clergymen  in  ill  health,  have  recently  visit¬ 
ed  Paris ;  and  a  strong  interest  has  been  and  will  be 
excited  in  the  United  States,  in  behalf  of  this  inter¬ 
esting  country.  This  gocxl  work  must  go  on,  until 
not  only  France,  but  the  continent  of  Europe  and  the 
world  entire  shall  be  turned  unto  tiic  Lord.

The  principal  Islands 
of  the  Pacific  have  risen  to  a  state  of  intellectual  and 
social  improvement,  which  has  scarcely  a  parallel  in 
the  history  of  nations  5  and  all  this  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  in  the  brief  space  of  little  more  than  thirty 
years,  by  the  generous  and  self-denying  labours  of  a 
tew  individuals  who  embarked  from  England,  but 
slenderly  endowed  with  general  knowledge,  ignorant 
of  the  languages,  habits  and  customs  of  the  people 
they  were  destined  to  instruct,  and  unaccredited  by 
the  hierarchy  of  their  native  land.  They  were  equal¬ 
ly  destitute  of  patronage,  wealtli,  and  power,  but  they 
Were  men  of  sound  intellect,  of  patient  industry,  and, 
above  all,  sincerely  and  ardently  devoted  to  the  faith 
which  had  constrained  them  to  become  rnissiouaries.

A  French  naval  officer,  in  a  despatch  to  his  govern¬ 
ment,  daiud  idtttaval  3:*v,  May  1.5,  18*213,  says: — 

“The  state  of  the  island  orTs'iili  is  now  yery^clif- 
ferent  from  what  it  was  in  the  days  ol  Cook.  Cue 
Missionaries  of  the  Society  of  London  have  entirely 
changed  the  manners  and  customs  of  the  inhabitants. 
Idolatry  exists  no  longer;  they  profess  gerverally  the 
Christian  religion ;  the  women  no  longer  come  on 
board  the  vessels,  and  they  are  very  reserved  on  all 
occasions.  Their  marriages  are  celebrated  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  Europe,  and  the  King  confines  i 
himself  to  one  wife.  The  women  are  also  admitted  j 
to  the  table  with  their  husbands.  The  infamous  so-  i 
ciety  of  the  Arreoys  exists  no  longer;  the  bloody  j 
wars  in  which  the  people  engaged,  ami  human  sa-  ' 
crifices,  have  entirely  ceased,  since  1810.  All  the  ! 
natives  can  read  and  write,  and  have  religious  IxKiks 
translated  into  their  language,  printed  either  at  Tahiti, 
Ulilea,  or  Eiineo.  They  have  built  considtirable 
churches,  where  they  repair  twice  in  the  week,  and 
show  the  greatest  attention  to  the  discourses  of  the 
preacher.  It  is  common  to  see  numerous  individuals 
take  notes  of  the  most  interesting  passages  of  the  ser¬ 
mons  they  hear.” 

Another  naval  captain  in  the  Russian  service,  in  a 
letter  dated  as  late  as  1830,  says  : — 

“I  was  quite  delighted  with  the  pious  people  who 
have  been  converted  from  idolatry.  They  bear  a 
far  larger  proportion  to  the  inhabitants  than  can  be 
found  in  tmons  and  cities  in  Europe.  What  I  saw 
and  heard  of  the  Christian  devotedness  of  many  of  the 
natives  made  me  feel  that  my  own  religion  was  of  a 
veTy  low  standard.  I  found,  alas  !  that  all  the  na¬ 
tives  ate  not  followers  of  Christ;  butas  it  is  in  Europe,  I 
so  it  is  tliere,  many  are  still  following  ‘divers  lusts  . 
and  pleasures,’  particularly  among  the  youtliful  part  I 
of  the  population.
